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As we know this series was printed by the old wat process on a flat bed press, 
printed twelve and eighteen notes to a sheet. This offset inking error occurred on the 
reverse side of this note after the second printing stage. In the first printing the re- 
verse plates of the notes are printed, the following day the sheets are ready for the 
second printing of the obverse plates on the sheets. After each sheet is printed card- 
board is placed over it to protect the other sheets from the wet green ink. Evidently 
the cardboard was inserted improperly and the unprotected portion of this note pro- 
cured this offset inking. There also is a third and concluding printing; this is an 
overprinting on the face of the note. It consists of seal, serial numbers, two signatures, 
series, lettering, etc. 

The rarity of a note is a function of the number of misprinted notes which pass by 
the inspector and flow into the hands of the public.

| with Secret Service and Treasury representatives and members of 

| Chief Baughman’s family present. 

The Treasury’s Exceptional Service Award — manifested by a 
gold medal, a lapel device and an inscribed certificate signed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury — is conferred only upon those Treasury 

} employees who distinguish themselves by exceptionally valuable 

_ service within or beyond their required duties. 

' Among the standards for this award are two which Chief 
Baughman has particularly displayed during his 13-year term as 
head of the Secret Service, Secretary Dillon said. These are demon- 
strations of outstanding courage and voluntary risk of personal 
safety in the face of danger, and the development and improve- 

* ments of methods and procedures which accomplished extraordinary 

results for the Treasury Department. 

| Secretary Dillon said Chief Baughman’s best known job was 

that of protecting the President. 

“You and your agents have carried out this exacting assign- 
ment in more corners of the globe than during any other compara- 
ble period. 

“The proof of how well you have done your job is clear: al- 
though they have been subjected to threats and even attacks, 
your distinguished charges have come through safe and unharmed.” 

Secretary Dillon congratulated Chief Baughman for his contri- 
butions to the Secret Service in less dramatic but none the less 
effective ways. The development and use of new detection techni- 
ques has resulted in tighter enforcement during a period character- 
ized by a sharply rising crime rate, including those crimes con- 
nected with counterfeiting and forgeries of money, Government 
checks, bonds and other securities, which are the special responsi- 
bilities of the Secret Service. Also, Chief Baughman has launched 

and more intensified training programs for members of the 

et Service. 

The Tresaury head also praised the Chief for promoting closer 
cooperation with local and State enforcement agencies within the 
United States, and effective coordination with world-famous police 
organizations of other nations.

Frightening Figures 


Man’s ability to overcome obstacles and achieve his wants by 
putting his thinking mind to work has placed him at the top and 
Set him apart from all other living organisms. Good performances 
have built for him a lasting heritage — bad, a forgotten past. 

We sense a direct connection with that of the latter part of the 
above comment and the party who attempts to alter a date, mint 
mark, or otherwise change the appearance of a coin to fake the 
= thereof, and/or to dispose of same as being the genuine 
article. 

Of late a number of 1937-D Buffalo nickels have shown up as 
being counterfeits of the three-legged variety. A power glass will 
denote a disturbance of metal — a buffing off of the inside front 
leg from knee down. In the usual try there is a cupping in of the 
field about. The buffing has gone a bit too deep and wide, disturb- 
ing the sprig of grass to the front. A comparison with the real Mc- 
Coy usually shows too complete a removal. 

Of course, there are other tell-tales to determine the genuine 
coin. The buffalo’s head is smaller and the two hind legs are thinner 
and less rounded out. There is a faint showing of the hoof. These 
are the essentials. 

Few coins in the annuals of Red Book history have advanced 
in price as has the three-legged variety of the 1937-D Buffalo Nickel. 
The first and second edition (1947 and 1948) failed to recognize and 
list the item. Moving up to the seventh edition, for joint portions of 
the years, 1954 and 1955, the following listings are given: good, 
$1.75; fine, $3.00; uncirculated, $10.00. The ninth edition, 1956, lists 
the prices respectively, $3.00, $6.00 and $15.00. The 13th edition, 
1960, lists the item respectively, $8.00, $15.00 and $42.50, sandwich- 
ing in the extra fine condition at $25.00, with the caution, “Beware 
of counterfeits (removed leg)”. The 14th edition, 1961, lists the 
item respectively, $10.00, $16.50, $30.00, and $50.00, with caution, 
“Beware of removed leg.” 

Present coin values simply stagger the imagination of those 
who have collected for a number of years. In main, the scarcity rat- 
ing of certain items has increased a thousand-fold due to the 
growing number of new collectors. It is frightening to figure today’s 
profit on genuine, uncirculated 3-leggers that we bought three for a 
dollar when the item first became noticeable.

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Danegeld, The Tribute Coin

The Danegeld is the tribute penny which was a well-known coin 
in Europe in the year 1000 A.D. during the reign of Aethelred I.

Enormous quantities 
of this coin were struck and circulated; they were usually minted 
in denominations of 1 or 2 shillinzs. 


How did these coins come to be called Daregeld or Danegold? 
This word is made up of two parts. The word Dane which means 
Danes and other Scandinavians and the German word geld which 
means to yield or emasculate, and later on this came to be known 
as a coin or tribute money. 


Danegeld was really a land tax originally levied on the English 
Viking invaders. It was in operation for about 200 years and was 
assessed on the annual basis. 


The tax was originally 1 shilling and later doubled to 2 shillings 
on “every hide of land.” A hide of land was enough land to support 
a femily; the quantity of land varied with the nature of the soil 
and the different periods, as from 80 to 120 acres. In the Domesday 
Book, a normal] hide was 120 acres. In fact, it was defined in the law 
books by early authorities as the amount of land that one ox could 
plow in a year.

If you are interested in acquir- 
ing a set of coins which have to 
do with religion, you may still 
compile a good collection includ- 
ing ancient pieces, for a moder- 
ate price. 

An arrangement of such speci- 
mens would be an asset to any 
collection, and nice exhibition 
material especially when used 
with the historic background of 
each coin. 

Types available include the 
“Thirty Pieces of Silver’ shekel 
for which Judas betrayed Christ 
(Mat. 27:5); the Widow’s Mite 
(Mark 12:41-44); the famous Tri- 
bute Penney (Mat. 22:15-22), and 
even the type taken from the 
Fish’s Mouth. (Mat. 17:24-27). 

Books with helpful information 
include “Coins of Bible Days,” 


“Coins of the Popes,” “Christian 
Teaching of Coin Mottoes,” 
“Coins & Christianity,” and Han- 


dy Guide to Jewish Coins.” 

There are also pieces bearing 
portraits of Christ, and later 
specimens show the hand of God 
extending a crown over the heads 
of some Christian emperors. 

The first such portrait is to be 
found on a gold coin from the 
first reign of Justinian I, 686-695 
A.D. Another is the Viennese 10 
ducats of 1600 which is one of 
the most artistic pieces of that 
period. It bears the inscription 
“Salvator Mundi” or savior of 
the world. Also, St. John’s bap- 
tism of Christ is represented on 
the carlino, a Florentine silver 
coin issued in 1503-4. 

The first dated coin issued by 
Christians was struck in 1251 by 
the Crusaders, but the inscrip- 
tions and dates were in Arabic. 
so the coin bore no numerals. 
The first coins dated in Roman 
numerals were issued in 1412 at 
Aix-la-Chapelle, which is now in 
France.

“A possible new look in paper 
currency” was unveiled before 
the Pacific Coast Numismatic 
Society at its July meeting. 
Speaking in San Francisco, Mon- 
treal numismatist Harold Don 
Allen displayed the “Improved 
Reversible Paper Money” which 
a Quebec Province pharmicist 
has been petitioning the Bank of 
Canada to adopt. 


Allen said that he had become 
interested in the project of Hull, 
Quebec drug store owner Rene 
Laflamme when he encountered 
a Canadian Press dispatch de- 
scribing the “new look” money 
which lLaflamme had _. been 
handing out to members of par- 
liament and other influential 
Canadians. The “reversible cur- 
rency”’, an adaptation of the 





pearance back or front, right- 
side-up or upside-down, was 
copyrighted by Laflamme as an 
unpublished work of art, and 
4,500 specimens were run off, on 
four shades of tinted security 
paper. 


Allen told the San Francisco 
group, during an address on the 
development of monetary forms, 
that Laflamme’s invention was 
being viewed at a numismatic 
meeting for the first time, but 
that the pharmicist already had 
received some 2,500 letters re- 
questing specimens of his work. 


He said that he was “not at

The Coin and Currency Institute, Inc., of New York and California has been appointed sole national dis- 
tributor of this medal, which commemorates officially the centennial of the Civil War. 


It will be available in both bronze and silver about May 31, 1961. 

The medal which is 2%” in size, is being issued under authority of the Civil War Centennial Commission, 
which was created by Act of Congress. The medal will be struck by the Medallic Art Company from designs 
and sculptor’s models that have been approved by the U.S. Government Fine Arts Commission in Washington, 
D.C.

(Please note: Because of the limited issue the silver medals are offered subject to being sold out. Those wish- 
ing a silver medal should place their order now. Earlier this year many thousands were disappointed when their 
orders for silver Inaugural medals were placed too late. Because of the overwhelming national interest in the 
Civil War, it is expected that the silver medals will be quickly sold out.) 
The bronze and silver medals will be available about May 31, 1961 at your local coin and stamp dealer, 
department store coin counters, hobby shops etc., or you may write to either our New York or California office.
